ime of the wildest places in Alabama is 
hrock’s pocket in De Kalb @ovnty. it is here that

TIT WED BY THE CORONER, 

The deputy coroner this morning visited the 
Vanderbilt mansion and madea superticial ¢X- 
amination of the body of the dead millionaire, 
which lay in an ¢ rdinary ice box. The faee, 
peck and head had assumed a reddish eolor 
which the deputy coroner said, demoustrated 
the fact that death was due to appoplexy. It 
proved. he said, that hemorrhage occurred in 
the lateral ventricle of the bram and thence 
bloat flowed into the fourth ventricle, stopping 
rspiration. After breathing had ceasel, the 
heart’s action continued and forced blood into 
head. ace enc hedy, causing the searlet eolor 
efthe skin. From this statement, which is 
corroborative of that of Drs. McLean, Miller, 
Anderson and Webb, that death was due solely 
to appoplexy, coroner has decided not 
make a post mortem examination as he former- 
ly intended doing,

HIS CAREER. 

The shadew of his 
ness opsenured the first 
William H.° Vanderbilt’s. career, and he was 
past middie life before he may be — said 
to have possessed a distinct individuality, ‘The 
old commodore was an autocrat in his family 
as well as in business relations. The comiao- 
dore was nineteen years old when he was mar- 
ried. That was in 1814. Seven years later, 
when his eldest son, William H., was born, the 
commodore owned and commanded the steam- 
hoat running between New York ana New 
Brunswick, N. J., while his first wife Kept the 
New Brunswick tavern and did the cooking. 
The house is still'standing. . It is a large, three 
story frame, containing about thirty-five rooms, 
It isstillin good condition, and is occupied as 
i dwelling by Miles V. Bennett. 

The commodore and his wife had already latd 
by asnug little sam of money when William was 
bern ut the tavernon Augnst 19, Is2l, but they 
took good care that the lad shonld not be reared 
in uxury. He was taught to work as soon as 
he was ok! enough, his schooling was limited to 
the bare rudiments, and little spending money 
ever found its way into his pockets from the old 
commodore’s bounty. 

William's brief school days were passed in 
New York. His father did not believe in the 
aivaitages of college training,§fand, after a 
brief course in the Columbia- college grammar 
school, the lad was put in the counting room ot 
Drew, Robinson & Co. ata salarv of S1Wa year. 
He was then eighteen vears old, The next year 
his Salary was raised to 8300, The third year 
he got $1,000. Then he married Miss M, L. 
Kissam, the daughter of the Rev. Saunuel H. 
Kissam, of Brooklyn. : . 

The pair started in life in an East Broadway 
hoarding house, terms 843 a week for two. 
Like the wife of the old commodore, William’s 
wife was a genuine helpmeet in the years when 
the young man was struggling for a foothold. 
She was sumple and domestic in her tastes, and 
in later years was the same quiet, wnostenta- 
fous woman that she was in her youth. 

FARMING IT ON STATEN ISLAND, 

t was always a source of annoyance to the 
commodore that his son did notinherit his own 
sturdy frame and robust constitution. The 
man was delicate, and, as his father 
feared, the strain of busimess proved too much 
ior him. Just as he was about to become junior 
partierin the firm his health failed, and he was 
vompelled to seck ont-deor occupation, The 
commedore, cither to give his son a rough 
Schooling or because he believed his business 
fareer at an end, purchased a farm of seventy- 
five acres near New Dorp, Staten island .and 
established the delicate, unskilled young man 
asa farmer. The land was mostiy uncultivated 
and sterile when William and his young Wite 
moved into the old farm house.

At any rate, Farner 
Vanderbilt Was promi to avail himasel of the 
trst chance to acquire expertence in railrofd- 
ing, The old Staten Island railroad had be- 
come bankrupt, andthe stockhoklers, ameng 
whom was ‘the commodcure’s brother Jacoh, 
tendered the receivership to William H. He 
accepted the office and entered with zeal upon 
ifs duties. 1t was not much ofa railroad—only 
fourteen miles rong-—put there was cnongn 61 
ittoenablethe young manager to show his 
mettic. He put-the road in thorongh repair, 
started a new ferry line to New York, got up 
excursions, military encanpments, and the 
like, and otherwise brought business. to the 
road, 

lle relinquished his post by his father’s. re- 
quest to go to the bedside of his younger broth- 
er George, who lay dyingin Europe from con- 
sumption. He was absent several months, 
On his return in 1864 the old comnnodore, 
pleased with William’s management of the 
Staten [sland road made him vice president of 
tho Harlem railroad and the thenceforth 
worked under his fasher’s eye. Ile removed 
his family to New York. They occupied a 
substantial stone-front house at Thirty-cighth 
street and Fifth avenue, a gift from the com- 
modore to hisson. In1565 Wilham was put 
in the Hudson River board of directors, the 
highest honor that could be conferred upon 
bim. the old commodore thought. 

William was now secure in his father’s con- 
fidence and good will, and on the high road to 
fortune, The, commodere gave -him all his 
real estate outright, paid him enormous salaries 
for the various railroad offices that he held, 
and let him intoashare of all his successful 
investments and speculations. In half a. de-

It is probable that the commodore intrusted 
his son with more responsibility in the last ten 
years of his life than was generally supposed. 
He never laid down the reins until prostrated 
by his last sickness, but the réal executive 
work-of that great railroad system, embracing 
2 160 miles of lines, was done by the son, go 
that when the latter became heirto the vast 
estate the complex machinery went on with- 
out the slightest jar. The confidential advis-., 
ers, the directors and general officers whom 
the commodore had selected were as well 
known to the son as to the father. 

SUCCEEDING HIS FATHER. 

Commodore Cornclius Vanderbilt died Janu- 
ary 4, 1877. He had been sick fora year, and 
his death had .so long been expected that it 
exused no shock in the financial world. Long 
before kre died it had been known that the 
railroad lines under his controk would be kept 
intact after his death, and that Wm. H. Van- 
derbilt would’ be av their head, The reads, 
with. their perfect organization, passed from 
the hands of father to son without the slight- 
est disturbance. Ninety-five ef-the hundred 
millions of the commodore’s property was 
civen absolutely to his sen. The contest 


estate is still fresh ‘in the smemory of all. A 
compronrise was effected, and ‘William H.° re- 
iwained in possession of his vast legacy. 

Mr. Vanderbilt died possessed of wealth 
which seems almost fabulous. His fortwne was 
at one time placed as high as $200,000, 009, and 
it is believed that he was the richest man m 
the wortd. InJanuary, 1883, he told a friend 
that he was worth $194,000,000, and added: “I 
in the world.

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THE FARMERS’ REPORT. 


Resolutions of the Ohio Farmers. on their 
Georgia Trip. 

The Ohio farmers who have been in Georgia 
for the past week met after their visits to La- 
Grange and Americus and heard the following 
report of their committee, and unanimously 
adopted it: 

We, as a®committee of the farmers’ excursion 
from Ohio to Atlanta, Ga., desire to make the fol- 
lowing statement for the benefit of all, both north 
and south, who are in any way interested. 

We say just what we mean. We came to Atlanta, 
Ga., through what we knew of Dr. C. A. Estabrook. 
We know that the doctor undertook a difficult 
task, but he is well known throughout the entire 
section from which we came. He had a big job on 
his hands, but he bas now proven to all that Ohio 
has a large populace from which to draw. 

When we Nott our homes we had not the slightest 
idea of what was in store for us here in Georgia. 
We expected to come down here and go back home 
again as others do when they go tothe west. But 
what was our surprise when we arrived here? 

We had the honor. of shaking hands with the 
governor of Georgia, and afterthat the following: 
First, a recepiion by the city of Atlanta, for which 
we are most grateful. Second, we left the eity in 
charge of parties who came after us from Americus 
and LaGrange for the parpese of showing us the 
advantages of farming in those sections. 

A part of our number went to Americus and part 
to LaGrange. Since onr return we have compared 
notes, and find the following as the result: 

We were all most hospitably received and enter- 
tained. We found land naturally rich (though 
romewhat run down), and adapted to asystem of 
farming such as we have been accustomed to in 
Ohio. We are fully satisfied from what we have 
scen that northern farmers can make more money 
farming here in. Georgia than they can in Ohio. 
Everything can be grown here that can be grown in 
Ohio, except, it may be, winter apples. Yet we have 
every evidence that these can be grown abundantly. 
In the matter of market garden products, we are 
surprised to find everything selling at such 
fabulous prices. Cabbage worth in our own mar- 
kets from 3 cents to 5 cents selling for 20 cents to 
35 cents. Potatoes worth at home 35 cents to 40 
cents selling for $1.20 to $1.60 a bushel at retail 
here. Everything else in proportion. We see in 
market gardening a fortune, for we found to our 
entire satisfaction that everything grown by our 
own market gardeners can be grown here eqyuall 
as well if not a much better crop, on account of the 
length of the season and quality of thesoil, At- 
lanta is truly an inviting field for gardners. 

We further find ‘that Georgia offers a field for 
stock—especially that of sheep ranching—equal to 
the west. 

Tn our opinion Geoegia has the advantage from 
the bountiful supply of never failingjsprings and 
streams of water, and a short and mild winter, 
through which stock needs but little if any feeding, 
We find many other advantages that cause us to 
want to make our home in Georgia. 

We wish long life and prosperity to such of our 
number as have concluded to remain here, for sev- 
eral are not going back with us.

THE SENATE CAUCUS. 


Acopting aLine of Policy in Regard to Ay 
pointmenfs. 

WASHINGTON, December 11.—The republica 
senators metin caucus at eleven o'clock th 
morning and continued in session until tw 
e’clock. Senator Sherman resigned his posi 
tion as chairman ofthe caucus and Senate 
Edmunds was unanimously elected to the 
place. This action was due tothe fact tha 
no senator has ever been chairman of the cau 
cus and presiding officer of the senate at the 
same tine, and Senator Sherman felt it incum 
bent upon him not to depart from the line of 
precedents. The action of caucus committe 
in the arrangement of chairmanship of senate 
committees, namely, in deciding to tendey 
to Senator Sewell that of the joint committer 
on library and to Senator Logan his old plac 
on military affairs, was ratified. 

Nearly all the time was devoted to the dis 
cussing ofa line of policy to be adopted-to 
ward presidential appointments. No formal 
action was taken and none proposed. 

The senators expressed their views freely 
and were found to be practically unanimow 
against the adoption of any general policy 0 
Opposition, but were agreed upon the adyisa 
bility of treating each nomination upon if 
merits. (}pinions were expressed and gener 
ally assented to that good men appointed t 
office because they were democrats should b 
confirmed, except in cases where their prede 
cessors Were removed upon trumped up or un 
founded charges, brought for the purpose 6 
making pretexts for the creation of vacancies 
In such cases it was urged that nomination 
should be held up to give the removed official 
an opportunity for vindication. Senators wh 
were present express the opinion that this plag 
for the present will govern the course of th 
republicans. 


Meeting of the Committee and Adoption « 
a Code. 

WASHINGTON, December 11. senat 
committee on rules held its first meeting thi 
morning and instructed Senator Frye, it 
chairman, to report back to the senate a cod 

‘wof joint rules fer the government of official in 
tercourse between the two houses. This cod 
48 identical with the joint code which the sen 
ate acted upon two years ago, except in respec 
to rule 13, which the committee has stricket 
out. This rule prohibits the sale of intoxica 
ting liquors in the capitol building, The sea 
ate has a rule of this kind in its own code an 
the committee thought it unnecessary to in 
Corporate it in joint rules, believing the matte 
Was one which should. be left tothe control 
¢ach house within its own domain.
